As a former dog owner 
(we had to put our 13+ year 
old rescued black lab down

-age and progressive dis- 
ease), I was so uneasy with 
ignoring this dog in the car. 
It warred with my sense of 

’ propriety and desire not to 
cause a fuss. Everyone dis- 
likes an insufferable know it 
all/nosy busybody. 

The shop was full and the 

_ time was getting longer and 

: we didn’t even look at the 

flavors of ice cream we had 
éarned.” 

‘When I saw a municipal

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ambulance pull into the lot. 
Evidently the EMTs on the 


ambulance were stopping — 


for refreshment or other 
reason (there are other 
shops, including a CVS in 
the area). So I left he shop 
and approached one of the 
crew members, alerting him 
to the dog in the car and 
leaving the matter in their 
hands. 

Three EMT’s came into 
the shop a few moments 
later, calling out looking for 
the owner of the vehicle. 
They had to call out, getting 
louder each time, before the 
owner registered that she 
was being hailed. She and 
her companion were sitting 


practically beneath the nose 
of one of the EMTs, sitting 
at a bar that overlooked the 
parking lot - but on the 
other side of the building 
and unable to see their car. 

She left with the EMTs 
and her companion stuck 
around and followed her a 
few moments later, and they 
left. 

This behavior isn’t unusu- 
al, and often has dire conse- 
quences for both dog and 
owner. 

On Monday, according to 
the Boston Globe, a Quincy 
man allegedly left his dog 
inside a car in a shopping 
plaza parking lot for six 
hours, killing the animal. 
An employee, who noted 
that the car had been in the 
lot all day, called police to 
the scene at 4:45. Indeed, 
surveillance footage 
revealed that the driver had 
pulled in at 10:30 in the 
morning. He is_ being 
charged with animal cruel- 
ty. 

The Human Society says if 
you see an animal in dis- 
tress in a parked car, con- 
tact the nearest animal 
shelter or police. On the 
Society’s website, they also 
offer a Hot Car Flyer that 
may be printed out, posted 
in public places, and shared 
with your circle of friends. 

They also offer remedies 
for heat stroke and other 
pet safety tips for the sum- 
mertime. 

Ultimately I’m glad the 
EMTs came along at the 
right time, to appease my 
reluctance to get involved. 
When no one gets involved, 
going it alone seems exces- 
sive and unnecessary - 
because if it were neces- 
sary, wouldn’t everyone 
step up? 

Nope. 

Its similar with bullying - 
being a bystander and not 
doing anything about a 
bully simply enables the 
bully. Until they are held 
accountable for their behav- 
ior, sometimes by a person 
in an authority, why change 
a behavior that “works?” 

Standing up for what’s 
‘right’ isn’t always easy, 
and what’s ‘right’ isn’t 
always immediately obvi- 
ous, but the old adage 
proves true. 

Better to be safe than 


sorry.

Some friends live close by and 


some live far away. Distance doesn’t matter with 
friends since we still talk and share our lives. 

This past week listening has been important. And, 
I have realized that listening doesn’t mean giving 
any verbal response. Listening to friends and family 
members about their fears, frustrations and hurts 
takes time and the ability to hear. 

Hearing is primarily done with our ears and ai

deaths. Upon returning to 
the United States he was 
diagnosed with post-trau- 
matic stress disorder, and 
started using heroin. He 
committed the robberies to 
support his heroin addiction,

Gleason did not specify 
what sentence he was seek- 
ing. U.S. Attorney John 
Kacavas, in the govern- 
ment's sentencing memo- 
randum, recommended a 


« sentence of 46 months — 


also citing Costello's mili- 
tary record. 

As previously reported in 
the Town Crier, Costello 
attempted to rob a Citizen’s 
Bank in a Stop and Shop in 
North Andover last July, 
nearly exactly a year ago, 
telling a bank teller that he 
had explosives, but fled 


before he obtain any money. 

He also attempted to rob a 
Citizen’s Bank in a Shaw’s 
grocery store off Route 28 in 
Salem, NH; but did not actu- 
ally obtain any money after 
a dye pack went off after he 
departed the scene. Costello 
did obtain some money 
when he robbed a Citizen’s 
Bank in Chelmsford prior to 
the Salem and North 
Andover attempts. 

Costello’s method for com- 
mitting each of the rob- 
beries was virtually identi- 
eal, according to a state- 
ment from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI). He presented a note 
to the teller or store employ- 
ee indicating that a third 
party had placed a bomb in 
the building and would deto- 
nate the explosive unless the 
teller or employee provided 
Costello with money. 


Costello was eventually 
apprehended at his father’s 
Wilmington home at 6 
Cottage Street, by the coop- 
erative efforts of state and 
local law enforcement, aided 
by helpful citizen responses 
to the dissemination of sur- 
veillance photographs of 
Costello. Costello had main- 
tained his own home at 52 
Lawrence Drive, Lowell. 

The case was investigated 
by the Salem, New 
Hampshire, Chelmsford, 
Massachusetts, North 
Andover, Massachusetts, 
and Reading, Massachusetts 
Police Departments, with 
assistance from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and 
was prosecuted by Assistant 
United States Attorney Seth 
R. Aframe, said the state- 
ment.

Barry just misses 
-American status ©

It’s no longer a surprise 
when an athlete from 
Wilmington makes their 
mark on the local sports 
scene, as many Wildcats 
have had great success over 
the years. But one 
Wilmington High athlete 
recently took his success to 
an even higher level, making 
his mark on the national 

scene. 

Patrick Barry, who gradu- 
ated from Wilmington High 
this year, recently competed 
in the Outdoor National 
Track and Field 
Championships sponsored 


‘by New Balance on June 


14th through the 16th in 
Greensboro, North Carolina. 

Hundreds of athletes from 
all over the country traveled 
to Greensboro for the three 
day spectacle, each of them 
focusing on their individual 
event or events. 

For Barry, it was a little 
different, as he was there to 
compete in the decathlon, 
the ten event grind that 
every four years in the 
Olympics determines the 
greatest athlete in the 
world. 


While this weekend may 
not have determined the 
greatest athlete in the 
world, it certainly featured 
some of the finest young ath- 
letes in the country, and 
Barry more than held his 
own against the best of the 
best, as he finished seventh 
overall, leaving him just one 
place shy of earning All- 
American status. 

For Barry, just competing 
in the championships with 
so many great athletes was 
an experience he will never 
forget. 

“It was surreal,” Barry 
said. “I have never been in 
an environment like that for 
track with so many people 
there from all over the coun- 
try. There were people who 
came all the way from 
California just to compete in 
one event.” 


The Decathlon at the 
Outdoor Nationals consisted 
of the 100-meter dash, 400- 
meter dash, 110-meter hur- 
dies, 1,500-meter run, high 
jump, long jump, pole vault, 
shot put, discus and the 
javelin. 

Barry had excelled in 
many of these’ events 
throughout his Wilmington 
High career, but one event 
that he was not prepared for 
in the days leading up to the 
meet was the pole vault. 
Just five days before the 
meet he had never competed 
in the pole vault in his life. 

But thanks to some intense 
last minute training under 
the tutelage of Tewksbury 
High track coach Billy 
Meuse, Barry was able to 
learn the event well enough 
to vault over 10 feet on the 
day of the event. 

“It was really difficult to 
learn at first, but Coach 
Meuse is a really talented 
coach,” Barry said. “I owe 
him a lot for what he did for 
me. He also helped me pre- 
pare for the shot put and dis- 
cus along with Mr. Kelley.”

Red Sox great Bernie Carbo

Nearly four decades after 
he hit the most famous pinch- 
hit home run in World Series 
’- history, Bernie Carbo still has 
the charisma and colorful 
nature that endeared him to 
- an entire generation of Red 

- Middle age has made him a 
little thicker around the mid- 
dle, but he still has the famous 
barrel chest and his firm 
handshake grip indicates the 
- strength of a man who despite 
an average frame (5-10, 170 
pounds in his playing days) 
was able to knock home runs 
into the centerfield bleachers 
at Fenway Park, and into the 
upper deck of the old 
Riverfront Stadium in 
Cincinnati. 
-=Carbo's hilarious anec- 
détes from his playing days 


”” ate told with enthusiasm, and 


with the timing of a stand-up 
comic. He still loves baseball - 
"the greatest game ever 
invented," he says - but he has 
taken a long time to get to a 
place where he's comfortable 
being Bernie Carbo. 

Carbo and former Woburn 
High boys soccer coach Peter 
Hantzis have collaborated on 
a book, "Saving Bernie 
Carbo," that details the 
ballplayer's always colorful, 
often traumatic life. 

From his dysfunctional 
upbringing in Detroit to being 
picked in the first round by the 
Cincinnati Reds to his famous 
home run in Game 6 of the 
1975 World Series to his battles 
with addiction, to a suicide 


attempt, to his conversion of 
Christianity, and his founding 
of a ministry, every phase of 
Carbo's existence is written 
on the record. His story is one 
of salvation and redemption, 
a message he believes is far 


more important than how he’ 


performed on a baseball field. 
"Peter and I want people 
to read the book to learn how 
giving myself over to the lord 
saved my life," said Carbo. 
"It's a book that's suitable for 
men, women, 10-year-olds, 
boys and girls, and grand- 
mothers and grandfathers.” 
Hanizis, a clinical psychol- 
ogist with an office in 
Chelmsford, was in the crowd 


'. for Game 6 of the '75 World 


Series, when Carbo's eighth- 
inning, pinch hit, 3-run homer 


tied the game, which Carlton 
Fisk won in the 12th inning 
with a home run off the foul 
pole in left field. 

In 2011, Major League 
Baseball Network . named 
Game 6 the best game in 
World Series history, and the 
series itself - which the Reds 
won a night after Carbo's 
heroics - the best World Series 
of all time. 

-Hantzis, who coached 
Woburn to a state champi- 
onship in 2000, was an out- 
standing college baseball 
player in his own right. He 
and Carbo eventually became 
friends, and then decided to 
write the book, which mostly 
consists of Carbo's personal 
story, with an introduction to 


each chapter from Hantzis 
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and "educational comments" 
at the end of each chapter 
about the psychological 
aspects of Carbo's behavior. 

The book is essentially 
split into three parts, accord- 
ing to Hantzis. The first part 
describes Carbo growing up in 
a wildly dysfunctional, atheis- 
tic family with an abusive 
father and a mother who 
treated Bernie more like a 
spouse than a son. The second 
part details Carbo's baseball 
career - from being picked by 
the Reds in the first round of 
the first-ever amateur draft 
(ahead of Johnny Bench, who 
was Cincinnati's second-round 
pick in 1965) - to being named 
the Sporting News Rookie of 
the Year, to two World Series, 
and through his downfall, 
mostly because of his addic- 
tion to drugs and alcohol. 

The third part of the book 
is about Carbo's post-baseball 
career, which includes a sui- 
cide attempt that was halted 
when former Red Sox team- 
mate Bill Lee called him out 
of the blue, his mother's sui- 
cide, his father's death, his 
recovery from addiction, to 
finding faith and then to mar- 
riage (his third, after two 
failed marriages) to his cur- 
rent wife, Tammy, who works 
with him on his Diamond Club 
Ministry, which in the past 
two decades has brought him 
across 150,000 miles to 250 
cities and towns, 300 churches, 
20 prisons, 50 12-step pro- 
grams and more than 30 col- 
leges and universities. 

"Bernie's story is a fasci- 
nating story and one that we 
felt really needed to be told," 
said Hantzis, who self-pub- 
lished the book along with 
Carbo. "His transformation to 
Christianity literally saved his 
life. People who knew him 
during his playing career 
can't believe what he's 
become and how much happi- 
er he is." 

While former teammates 
like Lee (who has a quote on 
the back cover of the book) 
and Hall of Famer Ferguson 
Jenkins were supportive, not 
everyone believed in the new 
Bernie. There's a passage in 
the book about Carbo attend- 
ing baseball fantasy camps 
where former players would 
send drinks to his table, 
though they knew Carbo had 
sworn off alcohol. 

"Every day for the past 19 
years has been a test of my 
faith," said Carbo. "To be a 
Christian, you have to live 
your life one day at a time 
honest, humble and with the 
understanding that there's no 
greater love than knowing 
Jesus Christ." 

There are some surprises 
in the book. Though Carbo 
was a member of the "Buffalo 
Heads," the group of Red Sox 
players who often ran afoul 
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Dr. Peter Hanizis.

The mission for the mak- 
ers, “of "Despicable Me 2" 
was, to avoid the sophomore 
slump that plagues so many 
animated sequels.

"Despicable Me 2" co-direc- 
tors, Pierre Coffin and Chris 
Renaud do. Here, they've 
made the rare animated 
sequel that rivals the bright- 
ness and enjoyability of its 
predecessor. It also gets the 
job, done without making 
the whole thing feel like a 
merchandising cash grab. 

-Sure, the "Despicable Me 
2" storyline might be a little

With its unexpected dash 
of third-act emotion, 
"Despicable Me 2" ends up 
being the kind of animated 
film that - like 2010's 
"Despicable Me" - stands to 
entertain young children in 
the audience every bit as 
much as it entertains their 
parents. It also is easily the 
most enjoyable animated 


film of 2013 so far.

DOWN” 
GRADE: *** 
Director Roland 
Emmerich always turns in 
big, explosive popcorn 


thrillers full of destruction. 
Remember “Independence 
Day,” “2012” and “The Day 
After Tomorrow"? Now, add 
“White House Down” to the 
list. 

Like those other movies, 
“White House Down” isn't 
perfect. The dialogue some- 
times misfires. But the film 
also delivers the requisite 
thrills and action, and with 
strong, likable actors filling 
up the lead roles, it’s the 
kind of exciting, escapist 
fare designed for summer 
viewing. 

The movie introduces us 
to a world in which the 
United States is ruled by 
charismatic President 
James Sawyer (Jamie 
Foxx.) John Cale (Channing 
Tatum) is a trouble-making 
Capitol policeman who has 
hopes of landing a gig with 
the Secret Service. After 
blowing a job interview for 
the position, he winds up on 
a White House tour with his 
li-year-old daughter, Emily 
(Joey King). Perfect tim- 
ing: At the same moment, a 
band of mercenaries (led by 
Stenz, played by Jason 
Clarke) are attempting to 
take over the White House. 

The White House was 
already under attack this 
year in “Olympus Has 
Fallen,” a thriller that 
wound up being a surprise 
hit. “White House Down” 
manages to avoid déja vu 
syndrome by boasting its 
own plot lines. Although 
“Olympus” was violent and 
full of flag-waving patriot- 
ism, “White House Down” 
tempers the action with 
humor. The bantering rela- 
tionship between the presi- 
dent and Cale is like some- 
thing from a buddy-cop flick 
as opposed to a typical 
action movie. 

The stars work well 
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together. Foxx, in particu- 
lar, has a good time. Tatum 
brings a nice amount of 
gravity to Cale. 

Emmerich has a solid 
group of actors, including 
Maggie Gyllenhaal, 
Richard Jenkins, James 
Woods and Michael Murphy. 
He does especially well with 
young King, a _ winning 
actress who manages to be 
cute and spunky without 
being insufferable. Clarke 
(“Zero Dark Thirty”) brings 
a terrific intensity as the 
terrorist who makes things 
personal. 

Along the way, there is a 
plane crash, a simultaneous 
attack on the Capitol, heli- 
copters racing through the 
streets of Washington and 
the presidential limo driv- 
ing into the White House 
pool. It’s all very wow- 
inducing despite some 
major plot holes; then 
again, who goes to a movie 
like this for realism? “White 
House Down” aims to be a 
low-brow slab of mindless 
summer fun. Most of the 
time, it hits the target.

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Home features that are disappearing 


There is no denying the profound impact 
that the recession has had on the real estate 
industry. For the last several years, the real 
estate market went from booming to one char- 
acterized by homes sitting on the market for 
months on end. New home sales also have been 
conservative, and builders are cutting back on 
some offerings that were once commonplace. 

The National Association for Realtors says 
that, despite floundering sales, there are fewer 
foreclosed homes available now than in recent 
years.~ Distressed homes — foreclosures and 
short sales sold at deep discounts — accounted 
for 25 percent of homes sales in May of 2012.

Here 
areia few of the common features that are 
falling by the wayside. 

*. Sunrooms: Although the "bring-the-out- 
side-in" movement was once strong, builders 
are now focusing on home features that imme- 
diately add value and attract the eye of buyers. 


Therefore, they're putting their resources into 
linen closets and laundry rooms while de- 
emphasizing sunrooms. 


* Extended ceiling heights: It can take a lot. 
of energy to heat rooms with 15-foot ceilings. — 


As a result, grandiose family rooms and two- 
story foyers are less attractive to buyers 
focused on saving money. Homeowners want 
spaces that are easier to heat and cool. 


* Luxury bathrooms: Many private resi- 
dence luxury bathrooms rival those found at 
popular 4star hotels. But luxury bathrooms 
are being phased out in favor of less expensive, 
more practical options. 


* Outdoor kitchens: Although entertaining 
at home is one way to keep budgets in check, 
some homeowners have realized they don't 
need a complete backyard kitchen with a pizza 
oven and brick fireplace in order to host guests. 
According to a survey from the National 
Association of Home Builders, outdoor kitchens 
are the second least-likely feature to be includ- 
ed in homes built in 2012. 

* Media rooms: Individuals certainly love 
their gadgets, but many of these gadgets have 
become smaller and more portable. That 
reduces the need for giant home theaters and 


gaming spaces.
